Rebuff RedChiefs 

PARIS, Dec. 8 (U.PJ— The Civil Servants federation and 
Paris subway workers refused to obey a strike call by their 
communist union leaders today and the number of idle work- 
era in France fell below the 1,000.000 mark. 

The subway and bus strike in Paris failed so badly that 
the General Union of Metropolitan Subway workers called 
off a "IS-hour "demonstrntion strike" shortly after 11 a. m. 
(Sa. m., MST). 

Up to that time, subway service had been normal; not 
enough workers obeyed the strike call to slow service. A 
couple of suburban bus lines stopped operations, but Paris 
buses continued their sched- ' 



ules even thouprh labor loaders 
had strewn nails in the streets 
to puncture their tires.

Dec 8 (UJO— Tho 
senate today ratified tho, American 
mutual defense treaty signed at RJo 
de Janeiro lost Septemlxr. 

Approval came after the pact en- 
countered unexpected criticism rrom 
a EToup of senators who expressed 
concern lest the treaty Involve the 
United States In a futureiwar. 

The vote was 73 to 1, with Sen.

^*iaJorlty Is required ror ratification. 

Sens. Arthur H. Vandcnbere. R., 
Mich., and Tom Connally, D., Tex., 
wbo helped draft the lO-tutlon 
treaty In Brazil last sumr 
aAked prompt ratification 
greatest advance ever made" towards 
peace. 

Vandenberg engaged In a iluirp 
exchange with setmtors who ques- 
tioned him about a treaty provision 
authorUJng a two-thirds vote or the 
IS signatory powers In ordering all 
steps for hemispheric defense short 
of the use ot force.

The renewed fiffht was in the blasted 
Hatikma quarter and was continuing toward 9 p.m., Hagana 
reported. There was no Immediate report of new casualties

fatalities in Pale.itine sinco 
the United Nations voted for 
partition. 

Both Arabs and Jews appeared to 
bo In tcnsi tying mobllliotion for an 
expected showdown, which might 
result from decisions token at the 
Arab league meeting starting to- 
night in Cairo.

Privately Contlrmed 

There was no public announce- 
ment, but government authorities 
privately confirmed the action.

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THE REAL DANGER 
When PrMldent Truman asked conBrcss lor 
discretionary power to Impose price controls 
and ratlonlnB, It woa only political second 
nature for some Republican members to 
charge him with using "polico state" methods. 
For Mr. Tniman, In an otfhand political con- 
ference remark a month ago. had said that 
such controls, though sometimes needed, par- 
took or police state techniques. 

Mr. Truman's remark was rather ill-con- 
sidered, since government regulations oper- 
ating within the American constitutional 
framework of checlu and balances cannot be 
. dictatorial. For the same reason. Senator 
Taft's charges that Mr. Truman's proposals 
marked "the end of economic freedom" and 
"a step toward a completely totalitarian na- 
tion" were both lU-consldcred and extravag- 
ant. 

Whether or not the President's 10-polnt 
program to combat inflation la wise. It car- 
ries no threat to the orderly proccssea of our 
government. Congress will grant him only 
auch powers as the majority sees fit. The 
President may veto that grant If he thinks 
It Is Inadequate, and try again for somc- 
thlng nearer to what he wants. But congress 
AtlU has the last word. 

The likelihood that congress will withhold 
some of the discretionary powers that Mr. 
Truman requested Is proof enough that dicta- 
torship la not Imminent. In a police state, the 
President would have a puppet legislature. 

The real danger, then, la not totalitarian- 
ism. Th9 'danger is rather that both parties 
wlU sidetrack statesmanship In favor of 
politics. It was signaled by the reactions 
which reporters brought down from capital 
bill after the President's speech. 

Some congressmen said that Mr. Truman 
hod pulled a fast one by asking for more 
than the Republican - controlled congress 
would possibly grant him. thus putting the 
blame for high prices and growing Inflation 
on the GOP. Others said that the smartest 
thing the Republicans could do would be to 
give the President all he had asked for and 
then let him stew In his own Juice. Still 
others obviously figured that the charge of 
totalitarianism would be the strongest pol- 
itical weapon. 

This situation arises from a condition the 
exact opposite of totalitarian. Its basic cause 
Ifl the freedom with which American citizens 
are permitted to change thehr political minds. 
The result In this cose is a partisan division of 
authority which invites a partisan tug of war. 

Tlie fault Is not In the system. But the 
question Is whether the two parties will resist 
the temptation to indulge in a purely political 
game. There Is the uneasy recollection that 
there have been such performances before 
that caused momentous repercussions far 
beyound the field of domestic political 
maneuvers. 

Our economic and financial health right 
now win have a profound effect on what 
remains of the twentieth century's history. 
It can do much to decide whether the world 
is to have prosperity and peace, or chaos and 
war. That decision demands selfless, states- 
manlike thought and action from the entire 
government. The need Is for co-opcratlon 
and a sense of sober responsibility, not for 
name-calling and flnger-poIntlng. 



'BETTER THAN llOTHING* 
The Palestine problem could never have 
been solved perfectly, if only because of Its 
background of violence. Too many passions 
had been aroused, too many mistakes of 
Judgment and evidences of bad faith had 
been translated Into bloodshed in the lost SO 
years. Bitter resentment of any United Na- 
tions decision was a foregone conclusion. 

Yet partition seems the most sensible solu- 
tion. The U. N. was confronted on the one 
hand by the all-or-nothing attitudes of both 
Jews and Afabs. On the other were the com- 
. mitmenta of Great Brltohi, the mandatory 
power which the League of Nations had rec- 
ognized, and some less official pledges made 
by this country. It may be faint praise to 
caU parUtlon "better than nothing," as some 
V. N. delegaUons did. But that was the 
choice, and the decision was about all that 
anyone could rtasonably hope for. 

The U. N.'s task was made harder by tne 
behavior of all three principals. The- British 
government pledged and unpledged. It play^ 
ed both ends against the middle: At the end 
It washed Its "hands of the whole business 
by refusing to help enforce a decision that 
was not asreeable to both parties. 

Jewish terrorists prejudiced the case of 
their more moduate and more unfortunate 
brothers. Jewish extremists outside Palestine 
p^cularly in America, professed to speak 
for au Jewry in their ahnoat hysterical at- 
tacks on British poucy. Together, these two 
groupi sQOceeded at times in making the 
moat obvious British errors seem almost for- 
givable. - 

Tha Arab governments, speaking for 
Palasttoe's Moslems, crtod that parUtion was 
Mlet^, though there la no exact precedent 
lOT this situation and no authority to penalize 
ttaaUogedUlegaUty. They argued Sat the 
"wd.. which 
^ « opinion, not of fact. They 
thflr dtlnns to murder Jews 
"t Of » Tioly war."

WASHINaTON— On the eve of % suprems court d«- 
diion Uiat will Mttle the pallUctlly and economically 
explulvo quMUon of the Irsalltr of real uUU deeOa 
provldlns for usrcBaUon. Icderal housing authorlUea 
have quietly revised their manual 
and directives In lavor of the unre- 
■trlcted aale, rental or lease ol fed-] 
ally liuured property. FHA did not 
watt for a niUtiE by the hlsheit trt- 
bunal. 

The chense was made so secretly 
that It did not come to lisht untu 
the Presldent'i clvU rights commit- 
tee oomntendad PHA's new aUltudel 
tn lU report a tew wcelu ago. It haa 
caused conaldBrable uneasiness In 
real esUt« circles, which lear that| 
their Investments may suffer be- 
cauae of the up.Kt in their practices. 

It Is also pointed out that FHA 
may stand to loee money on morl<affea which It ha« 
lubsldlicd. If Its edict against the validly of "racial 
covenanU" should depress tha value of homes and 
apartments which It haa underwritten. 

DELAV— Another curious feature of the revlilon Is 
the two-year delay which accompanied Ita formulaUon 
and promulgation. 

A> lonB ago as October. 1M4. the NaUonal Associa- 
tion for the Advancement of Colored People submitted 
a memorandum on the problem to President Roosevelt 
It declared that the dtscrlmlnaUon endangircd "our 
relations with the great majority of the colored peoples 
of the world." lowering our prcaUge and casUng doubt 
"1 our Integrity abroad. 

At that time Tokyo and Berlin were citing our dU- 
crlmlnatorj- prejudices as propaganda In the orient 
the middle east. India. Africa and elsewherv. 

•Therefore." Uie memo conUnued, "the entire struc- 
ture of resldenUal segregation as a matter of nation- 
al and IntemaUonal policy Is to be fought wlUi all 
force and skill possible. Iiutcad, we find the PHA lead- 
ing the forces of the government In the exact ODDoalt» 
direction." 

The clause to which the NAACT objected upheld 
"restrlcUve covenanU" which "prohibited the occu- 
pancy of properUea except by the race for which they 
are Intended." 

POUOT— Although TDK forwarded thU protest to . 
PHA Immediately, the White House gave out no news ' 
on receipt of the memo or on prospective action. And 
no revision of the segregation provision was made un- 
til the appearance of a new manual early this year. 

In fact, the preface to the new book of rules de- 
clares speclflesUy that there Is "no essential change 
... In the re-Btatement of principles believed to be 
fundamenUl to sound mortgage lending pracMces ~ 

DcsplU the lack of fanfare. PHA's Held otllces and 
represonUtlves were noUfled without delay. niA has 
not yet decided, however, whether the new policy will 
bar the Insuring of future mortgages which contain 
segregation clause i. 

DECISION— Ko supreme court decision In years has 
aroused more Interest than Its ruling on this matter, 
which may be handed down next Monday. It will con- 
Blltute a major test of the reorganized body's ntUlude 
on a bniilc new deal tenet It has been called a "mod. 
n Dred Scott case." 

In the past, the oourta have upheld tliese eodr.-u 
Twenty yenm ajo. the supreme court held that making 
them did not violate the constitution. The present 
tribunal, which has nine new members. Is wlced to 
decide whether It la not uti constitutional tor the courtj 
to enforce them. 

APPEALED— Two of the four cnnei awaiting action 
Involve property that lies In the shadow ot the capltol 
dome. There are 31 houses In the block and It have 
been occupied by Hegroes tor years. The other W have 
been protected by anU-Negro restricUons. When col- 
ored people bought Into them, the nelBhbors went to 
Jaw. 

The district court uid the U. 8. court of appeals of 
the District of Columbia ordered the Negroes to move 
ouL On behalf ot the government. Attorney General 
Clark haa appealed eBalnnt these decLilons on (he 
ground that they are against the conslItuUon, the law 
and public policy. 

PROPAOANDA—The an tl -segregation movement 
haa the support of the Federal Council of Churches, 
the National Cntholki Welfare conference, the Ameri- 
can tTnltarlon association, the President's committee 
on civil rights and many similar organizations. 

Although auch arguments are not supposed to affect 
the high court's decision In the matter, this country'i 
treatment of racial minorities as reflected In prevloUL 
rulings upholding these reul estate codes, has been 
used freely by Moscow In Its propaganda drives among 
colored races everywhere. 

BErEBCtlSBIONft-PoUUcally. the Judgment may 
have far-reaching repercussions tn the IMS elections. 
Aceordlni to Waller White, secretary ot the NAACP. 
a cohesive Negro vote can prove decisive tn IT states 
having 205 electoral votes. There Is hardly any doubt 
of how they will vote If « Booaevclt-Truman court de- 
cide! for them In thU hlatorlo controvtrty.

been talking lower prices 
until I'm blue In the face. But 
what can i do? Men^ shlrU will 
hsve to go up IS to GO cents. 
Men's suits thst used to soil for 
140 and fl5 will now bring gss 
or r70. Shoes of a fairly good name- 
brand will start at tlO a pair." 

Back cf his worry Is the fact 
that, tor the first lime since the 
bcglnnlnR of wartime prosperity, 
customers are beginning to balk. 
They are saying, "Mo thanks, I 
don't think I care to pay thai 
much." And Uiey walk out of the 
store. 

It thst realstancB csn bring about 
a much -needed "recession" then It 
moy be all to the ijood. But slnco 
caita ol labor ond nmlcrluls uro 
up on a hlHh plateau, with the 
trend still upward, this business- 
man and mony liko him are afraid 
that the end will be a genuine 
bust, with all Ita devastating con- 
sequenci-a.
